AVING ontelligence on Wednefday laft that 

a pagty of infurgents were collecting at a 

place called Staffords-Hill, at the fouth part of 
Adams, I theucht itmy duty to move the troops 
uader my command tow rds them ; that evening I 
arvived at Pittsfield; eeing medetermined tocome 
tewards them, they decamped from their fituation, 
with a declared intention of colle@ing their force 
the next day, atthe fouth end of Williamttown;— 
Convinced my fafety depended on the rapidity of 
my motions, @n Friday 1 marched towards the in- 
tended place of rendezvous; of the ememy a fmall 
party had colleéted, who immed.ately difappeared 
at my approach. On Saturday 1 returned to this 
lacc—Here I have been informed, that the infur- 
gents are cc lie@ting at the fouth eaft and fouth weft 
cerners of the county. A man by the name of 
Bifhop was taken prifoner, and this day relcafed in 
Partritgefield, by a party under the command of 
Major Wiley, of about 35 men, who his followers 
fi ed General, and who faid he was then pointing 
he --ourfe towards Wathingten, were he was te be 
met by a party of 200 more, who had marched fron 
this county, and who had not been able to make 
stasis way to Shays, by reafon of the force of go- 
ononmntdiiie which lay intheir way. From Sandif- 
arid j am intermed, and by Gentlemcnon whom 
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Tdeperc, that about forty men had marched from 
that town, and were progreffing towaris the fame 
place. Mr. Hunt a gentleman of veracity and judee 
ment, was this day made a prifoner by the fame par- 
ty; then increafed to 100 men. lam further affu- 
red that aman who principally dire€&s the move- 
ments of the infurgents in this ceunty, has been 
fome days fince in the State of New-York, endea- 
vouring by the propagation of every falfhood he 
could invent, to foufe the inhabitants to reinforce 
his party here. ‘

The SPEECH of his Excernency 
JAMES BOWDOIN, Efquire, 
Governour ef the Commonweal h of Mafachufetis, 
to the Legiflature. 
Gentlemen of the Senate, and 
Gentlemen ot the Houfe of Reprefentatives, 
T was expected by the General Court, that their 
proceedings at the'r lat Seffion, refpecting the 
Infurgents, would have anfwered the purpofes for 
which they were intended. By thofe proceedings, 
there were held forth to them punifhment on the one 
hard, and pardon on the other. Punifhment, in cafe 
of perfeverance in their criminal condw@ , parden 
and indemnity. if they defifted from it ; and by a gi- 
ven time fhould take the oath of allegiance. This 
application to their feeliegs, amd to that actuating 
principle, a defire of pe fenal faiety ; it was appre- 
hended would have had a forcible influence to bring 
them totheir duty. But unhappily, it did mot pro- 
duce any good efteét, except a very few individuals 
of them. On the contrary, the lenity and forbearance 
of Government were treated with contempt, and im- 
puted by tem to an inability of defending itfelf : 
and fome of your laft Aéts have been added to their 
litt of greval Ces. 

But the cleareft and mo% unequivocal evidence of 
their perfeverance, in oppofition to Government, is 
deduced trom their proceedings, refpe@ting the }udi- 
cial Courts, in feve'al of the Counties, fince the laft 
Seffion of the General Court. ‘They twice, with an 
armed force, flopped thofe Courts in Worecfter; 
and would not fuffer hem to pen in Hampthire. 
‘They attempted :t, though unfucccfsfully, in Mid- 
dlefex: ane in confequence of that attempt, {everal 
of them were taken into cuftody, by virtue of ‘tate 
warrants; In the execution of which, the fheriff 
and other perfens to whom the warrants were dirs @ 
ec, had the aid and fupport ofa number of fpirited 
genticemen oi thar Country and Suffolk. 

At the lait time of their affen.bing in Worcefter, 
there were nearly a thoufand of them in arms, wl 
the great ain yore and terror of that vie

adjourned : meditating agit was apprehended, furs 
ther outrages 5; which were providentially prevented 
by the continued ftorms of that week. 

Thefe violest and treafonable proceedings of the In- 
furgents were perpetrated after the publication cf 
the lait Aéts of the Generat Court refpe Sing them 5 
and demonftrated, not onl¥a total dilrezard of thofe 
A&s, and theauthority by which they were enafled, 
but a contempt of all conftitutional Government, 
and a fixed determination to perievere in mcafures 
for fubverting it. ° 

This determination, and thefe meafures were alfo 
manifefted by their printed declarat’ons ; and by fume 
of the private tranfactions of their leaders, when the 
main body of the Infurgents were laft affembled at 
Worcefter: by which it appeared, the Infurgents 
were formed into regiments, and that a committee 
was appointed for each regiment, to feethat it thould 
without delay be properly ofhcered and equipped 5 
and compleatly ready whenever called upon. 

‘That this was the ftate of things in the Weftern 
Counties, was furthef confirmed by letters I received 
from fome of the moft refpectable chara€tgrs in thofe 
counties-; and hy the oral teftimony of many intelli- 
gent perfons from thence: who all agreed in the ne- 
cefficy of fpeedy and vigorous meafures being taken, 
forthe effectual fuppreffion of the infurzerts ; witaout 
whchthe well affeéted might trom principles of felf- 
prefervation, be obliged to join them ; and the infur- 
rection become general. 

‘The fafety and well being of the Commonwealth 
being thus in hazard, and the lenient, corciliating 
meafures of the Genefal Court, having beeen rejeéted 
by the Infurgents, I conceived inyfel under every ob- 
ligation, of honour and duty, to exertt' powers veft- 
ed in me by law and the conftitution or the prote®- 
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and deience of the Commonwe.lth againft the 
hoftile and nefarious attempts of thofe lawlefs men. 

Purfuant fo this idea, I laid before Council all the 
information and intelligence I had colleéted, relative 
to the proceedings and defigns of thof men ; andthe 
Council were unanimoufly of opinion, and accord- 
ingly advifed, that vigorous and effe@ual meafuret 
fhould be taken to protect the judicial Courts, parti- 
cularly thofe, that were then next to be holden at 
Worcefter ; to aid the Civil Magiftrates in ex ‘cuting 
the laws ; to repel all Infurvents aeainft the covern. 
ment; and to apprehend all ditturbers of the public 
peace 5 particularly fuch of them as might be named 
on any State warrant, of warrants. 

For thefe purpofes, upon the effe *ing of which all 
good government, and indeed the happy exiftence of 
the Commonwealth, do effentially depend, I have 
called forth from feveral Counties, a refvefable ho ly 
of the militia, the command of whieh I have ziven to 
Major General Lincoln, with ordere to carry thofe 
purpofes into effectual execution. 

i hofe orders are now in opcration, and will be laid 
before you, with the general orders, containine the 
pian of mesfures, by which the Commonwealtls 
was to be delended againft its prefent al iilants. 

Icongratulate you, Gentlemen, on ths fuccefs of 
thefe meafures hitherto; and hope it isa prelude

quility. ‘Tie difpatches concerning it, wh’ I 


have received ‘rom Ceneral Lincoln, and General 


Shepard, will he laid betore you. 

thus, Gertlemen, from a principle of duty to the 
Commonwealth, and in conformity to your refolu« 
tion oi the zath of Otoker, in which vou exo: ‘8 
a tull confidence ** that I will ill perfevere in the 
ex fe of fuch powers as aie velted in me hy the 
conkitution, for preventing any attempts to inter- 
rupt toe adiminitiration of Jaw and jut ce, and for 
¢ weing cue obedienceto the authori and laws of 


government,” I 


have taken the meaiures above res 
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prevented. I truft they will meet with your entire 
approbation, and with that fupport, which is to 
be expected from the guardians ¢ the public fafety. 

Gn my part, I have done in this bufinefs, what 
the duty of my office, and the oath of qualification, 
indifpenfibly require: and! have the fulleit confi- 
dence that nothing en you part will be want- 
ing to carry into complete cffect the meafures that 
have been takon, or that may be further nscefiary, 
to fupprefs the prefent infurreétion ; and to enfure 
a ftri@ obedience to the laws. ‘This.is fo effential 
to the peace and faitty of she Commonwealth, that 
it requires your immediste atrention ; and the 
fpeedy application of further means, if thofe already 
taken fhould be deemed infufficient for that pur- 
pofe. 

Among thofe means, you may deem it neceffary 
to eftablith fome criterion, for difcriminating be- 
tween good citizens and infurg nts, that each might 
be rezarded according to their chara@ters : the form- 
er as their country’s friends, and to be proteéted; 
and the latter as public enemies and to be eff &ual- 
ly fupprefled. At fuch a time as the prefent, every 
man ought to fhew his colours, and take his fide: 
no neutral chara@ters fhould be allowed, nor any 
fuffered to vibrate between the two. 

Vigour, decifion, energy, will foon terminate this 
unnatural, this unprovoked infurreétion,and prevent 
the efiufion of blood; but the contrary may involve 
the commonwealth in a civil war, and al} its 
dreadtul confequences ; wh!th may extend, not on- 
ly to the neighbouring ftates, but even to the 
whole confederacy, and finally deftroy the fair tem- 
ple of American liberty: in the ereéting of which 
befides the vaft expence of it, many thoufands of 
waluable lives have been facrificed. 

There are feveral things, refulting from the mea- 
fures in operation, which require your immediate 
attention. 

The money immediately wanted for carrying them 
into immediate execution, was fupplied by a num- 
ber of gentlemen, in a manner which does them 
muchhonour. I muft earneftly recommend to you 
to previde for its reimburfement, which upon the 
principles of policy as well as juftice, fhould be 
paid as fpeedily as poffible. Provifion alfo fhould be 

mace for defraying the general expence. 

Should the time be too fhort to effe& the great 
purpotes, for which the militia were called forth, 
at'may be neceffary that General Linceln thould be 
empowered to continue them in fervice by enlift- 
ment, until thofe purpofes fhall be accomplifhed. 
‘Ihe men be'ng already embodied, and the arrange- 
menrs for fupporting them perfeéted,. the expence 
et fuch acontinuance, wii] be much lefs than that of 
raifing anew body for the fame fervice. 

There are defects in our militia a&, which require 
an immediate remedy ; and which I fhall mentien 
in a feparate meffage. 


Thefe, gentlemen, are matters of importance ; 
but the general fubie® of ths addrefs, is of the firft 
magnitude, and demands your immediate and fe- 


rious attention. If it be taken up with proper fpi- 
rit-——if the meafures in operation be Gcond 
firmnefs and decition and if the powers of the 
feveral branches of Government he united in a wile 
and vigorous exertion, we may reafonably expect 
a fpeedy and happy iifue to the prefent infurrection : 
to whic happy iffue every exertion on my part has 
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been, and fhal! be applied. 

But, on the contrary, if indecifion, langvuor or 
difunion pers vade our public councils, infurre@i- 
oa, thourh ¢ hecked for the pi fent, would fain

In fuch a cafe, if brought on by a reniiffnefs and re- 
laxation on.our part, we fhouid be, not only in- 
volved—moft effentially involved, but juftly charze- 
able with betraying the truft repoied in us by our 
ftliow-citizens ; and chargeable with ignominioufy 
deferting the pofts affigned us, as guardians of 
the peace, the faftey and happinefs of the Commen- 
wealth. 

But, very happily—this is only a poffibie cafe; 
for your patrictifm, your virtue, your regard for 
your own liberties and property, and for thofe of 
your families and pofterity, muft induce you to call 
forth every power of government imto vigorous ¢x- 
ertion for preventing fuch a complication, fuch an 
accummulation of evils. 

On this oecafion, it is proper, gentlemen, to in- 
form you, that I have received from feveral towns, 
petitions directed to the Goverhor and Council, ar. d 
alfo tc the General Court, .relative to the infurgents. 
‘The petitions/being eight in neuraber, do evapprove 
of the proceedings of government, in regard to thofe 
people. 

But as the things prayed for, were, for the moft 
part, not cognizable bythe Gevernor amd Council ; 
and fuch as were fo, could pot be granted by them, 
contitently withthe duty they owe to the common- 
wealth, the petitions will be laid be. ore you for your 
confideration. 

‘There are other matters, to which your attention, 
gentlemen, is neccffary; and they will be comma 
nicated by meffage.
